water was needed from the surface 
water of Northern California but he 
added,

million acre feet a year which is 
what the California Water Project 
proposes by the year 2020," Waldie 
said.

The club toured La Purisima Mission this afternoon 
Siminski outlines varied park uses

A park is a park, right? 


Not when you’re talking with Mike 
Siminski, a seasoned veteran of the 
Lompoc 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission 
and 
someone 
who 
knows about them. 


For our use of recreational spaces 
continues to evolve with society and 
with ourselves and our P and R 
planning must reflect this, Siminski 
believes, or begin to defeat its 
purpose. 


Right now, many of what are 
called parks are actually special use 
recreational facilities, Siminski, a 
Vandenberg 
AFB 
civil 
service 
contract specialist, discerns, like 
Little League baseball diamonds or 
basketball courts. There is a clear 


need for these facilities, he holds, 
but their "public” is more confined 
than that of the parks in the old 
fashioned sense. These are the ones 
with grass and trees and picnic 
areas and benches that are available 
to anyone, anytime for a wide 
variety of uses. 


Further, he observes, scheduled 
special use of these 
traditional 
parks, like Ryon, without a use 
policy, could well begin to close the 
park off to the majority of casual, 
spontaneous users. 


"The value of grass and trees and 
this type of a park is that it’s there,” 
Siminski defines, ‘‘so you can have a 
‘let’s gather everyone together and 
make sandwiches and sit under the 
trees for a while and enjoy the 
outdoors (picnic).’ 


We’re 
finding 
that 
organized 
groups with their picnics and group 
activities are vying for Ryon Park 


and we’ve been inclined to grant 
these requests as they’re received 
— to the point where I think in the 
future unless we take a good look at 
it, we might be denying Ryon Park 
to the average family man on the 
average 
sum m er 
afternoon, 
especially weekend afternoon ” 


But the spontaneous traditional 
park stroller or picnicker, though 
probably in the vast majority, is not 
represented 
at 
com m ission 
meetings or organized in a group to 
make his wishes known 


Siminski sees not only a need to 
plan new parks with this silent 
majority of users in mind but also to 
regulate present traditional park 
use to accomodate him. 


The solution? Siminski 
believes 
it’s got to be a park use policy, but 
probably not one that reserves parks 
for spontaneous use on a scheduled 
basis.

Kenton said the guards fired four 
warning shots over the heads of the 
prisoners and then lowered their 
aim when the inmates failed to halt 
The incident erupted at about 1:30 
pm . when gunfire shattered the 
silence of the hot afternoon Kenton 
said the scene was on the west side 
of 
the 
prison 
facility 
in 
the 
recreation 
area 
He 
said 
the 
inmates had cleared both fences and 
had managed to run about 40 yards 
before being shot.

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Point Mugu fire 
under control 


POINT MUGU, Calif. (U P I) — Firefighters today began 
mopping up operations after containing a brush fire that 
burned 12, ¿00 acres. 
The blaze was the most spectacular of dozens of fires that 
broke out throughout Southern California as Santa Ana 
winds, hot gales from the deserts, surged toward the sea, 
sending temperatures rising into the 90s 
More hot winds and high temperatures were predicted for 
today. 
The fire broke out Wednesday several miles from 
Camarillo and burned across the Santa Monica Mountains 
to the ocean, closing a 15-mile stretch of the Pacific Coast 
Highway for a time 
It blazed into Point Mugu State Park, overran a Navy 
radio relay station and pushed into the Santa Monica Moun­ 
tains wilderness area It burned to within four miles of the 
Los Angeles County line before it was contained by 400 state 
Division of Forestry and local firefighters, making a stand 
at Deer Canyon, west of the Malibu area 
Seven air tankers bombed the flames with slushy 
retardant. 
Two firefighters were hurt. Ventura County fireman Ray 
Valencia was hospitalized in satisfactory condition from 
inhaling smoke Louis Gonzales of the San Luis Obispo state 
forest ranger unit was in fair condition with second degree 
bums on his hands, face and knees

Man fails to kill radio star 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A mental patient who 
believed a radio station was attempting to control his mind 
tried to assassinate a broadcast personality Thursday 
before critically wounding a station executive and killing 
himself 
The gunman, identified as Lawrence Kwong, 25, a patient 
at a local psychiatric treatment center, stood trembling on 
the sidewalk before pumping three bullets into a heavy, 
bullet proof sidewalk broadcast booth in which Jim Dunbar 
was sitting. 


Dunbar, a talk-show personality at KGO, was not hurt. 
The slugs from Kwong’s 22-caliber pistol cracked the glass 
but did not penetrate it. 
Watched by Fire Department operators across the street, 
Kwong then shot Benjamin A. Munson, 47, San Rafael, 
Calif ., a senior advertising account executive for KGO, who 
was standing in the main entrance to the station near the 
Civic Center. Munson apparently tried to block Kwong’s 
entrance to the station. 
Munson was reported as showing a “ slight improvement" 
in the intensive care section at San Francisco General 
Hospital. He underwent five hours 20 minutes of surgery 
after being hit with four slugs in the chest and one in the 
right arm. His condition remained “ very critical." 
Kwong ran around the comer, reloaded his revolver and 
pumped a bullet into his brain. He died two hours later at a 
hospital. 
Psychiatrists at the treatment center where Kwong was 
a patient told police he was obsessed with the idea that 
KGO radio was attempting to manipulate his mind with 
broadcasts. In his pockets, police found a list of first names 
of KGO radio personalities. 


The shooting took place minutes after Dunbar completed 
an interview with Rep Jerome Waldie, D-Calif., on 
possible impeachment of Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
Dunbar said Kwong approached the window and watched 
him talk to Waldie for about 15 minutes from the sidewalk. 
Both Dunbar and Waldie aide Robert Neuman said they saw 
the man’s legs trembling. 
“ That’s a strange one," Dunbar said be remarked to 
Waldie during a commercial break at the time. 
“ Later I beard what sounded like a rapping on the 
window and I looked up and I saw this guy with a gun 
pointing at me," said Dunbar, 42. 
Munson, a veteran of local radio, is married and the 
father of five children.

The total gave him 383 strikeouts 
for the year—one more than Hall of 
Famer Koufax had for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 1965 
Pitching the last three innings 
with a painful cramp in his right 
hamstring, Ryan struck out Rich 
Reese for the last out in the 
Minnesota 11th. The Angels won 
game 5-4 in the bottom of the inning

Ryan, who finished his second 
season as an Angel with a 21-16 
record, recalled a conversation he 
once had with Tom Seaver when he 
was with the New York Mets. 
“ I remember we both thought 
nobody would ever break Koufax’ 
record,” he smiled “ I’m glad to 
have it and 20 wins too. It wouldn’t 
mean as much if I'd only won 19 
games.” 
In the Minnesota eighth Ryan tied 
the record by striking out Steve 
Brye to end the inning He had 1-2 
counts on Rod Carew and Tony Oliva 
in the ninth and the same count on 
Brye in the 11th 
Reese, a .151 hitter, entered the 


game as a pinch-runner for Harmon 
Killebrew in the ninth and struck out 
swinging on three straight Ryan 
pitches.

The people doing more about this 


issue than anyone else are the 
quarter-million 
Americans 
who 
belong to Common Cause. A lengthy 
study on campaign finances by the 
citizen’s lobby showed that not only 
is the President the object of large 
gobs of legal-tender goodwill; just 
about every incumbent is. 


In Senate races last year, each 
incumbent raised an average of 
$525,809. The 
average challenger 
raised less than half that amount, 
$243,070. 
“The money flows to incumbents 
because it is an incumbent who has 
the power to provide help and 
assistance,” says Fred Wertheimer 
of Common Cause. “ The result is 
that in Congress today we have 
neither a Democratic or Republican 
party. 
Rather, 
we 
have 
an 
Incumbency party which operates a 
monopoly. The only solution is to 
enact a system for public financing 
of elections.” 
That is a fair challenge, to the 
timid members of the Watergate

and 
to

If the Incumbency party cannot 
muster a majority for a sensible 
campaign reform bill, then voters 
can easily decide that incumbents 
shouldn’t be incumbents anymore.

Revenue losses 


WASHINGTON - ‘ There’s gold 
in them thar hills” used to be the 
expectant cry of the 19th century 
prospector. Today the inquiring 
citizen- taxpayer could direct the 
same words toward state and local 
government 
which 
are 
losing 
billions of dollars every year in 
uncollected corporate tax revenues, 
lost procurement savings, and non­ 
interest 
bearing 
governm ent 
accounts. 
Here is a list of hidden lodes 
where badly needed revenues could 
be obtained simply by enforcing 
existing laws and pursuing prudent 
government management practices. 
(1) There is a 
national scandal in 
corporate 
evasion 
or underpayment of 
property 
taxes. 
Public Citizen’s tax 
r e f o r m 
g ro u p 
estimates that local 
governments lose a 
minimum 
of 
$7 
billion 
a 
y ear 
through 
u n d e r ­ 
assessm en t 
and 
evasion, 
most 
of 
which is corporate. 
Whether it is coal companies in 
Appalachia, oil and gas firms in 
Texas, timber and paper companies 
in Maine, mining companies in the 
west, and industrial plants and 
com m ercial 
office 
buildings 
throughout the country, the message 
is the same. The big companies pay 
less while the small homeowners 
and small businessmen pay more 
property taxes as a result. 
Senator Muskie’s subcommittee 
estimated, for example, that U. S. 
Steel’s 
Gary, 
Indiana 
plant 
is 
underassessed by $119 million. The 
local assessor has been denied 
information by U. S. Steel about 
plant value and equipment. More 
details on property taxes chicanery 
by companies and mass appraisal 
firms can be obtained by writing to 
the Tax Reform Research Group, P. 
O. Box, 
14198, Washington, D. C. 
20044. 
(2) Companies who fudge on 
turning over sales taxes to the state 
or who evade personal property 
taxes 
by 
moving 
inventory 
or 
equipment out of the state 
just 
before tax time are fertile areas for 
investigation. Presently in Missouri, 
state authorities are investigating 
an annual loss of some $100 million 
in state retail sales taxes which are 
collected by businesses but not 
remitted to state revenue offices. 
Companies operating interstate 
frequently play off one state against 
another to escape taxes. The Illinois 
Insurance Department has ordered 
eleven insurance companies either 
to move their real headquarters to 
Illinois or drop their false “ store­ 
front” 
home offices which are 
designed 
to 
escape 
premium 
taxation by other states as well as 
by Illinois. 
Commissioner Fred 
Mauck estimates a $5 million a year 
tax loss to Illinois unless this 
practice is stopped. 
On July 31, 
1973 the Illinois 
Department of Revenue issued a 
notice of tax liability in the amount 
of $45.9 million against the Illinois 
Bell Telephone Company for the 
period July 1967 to a November 1970. 
The phone company claims that 


there should be no tax on receipts 
from alleged interstate commerce— 
that is, long distance calls out of 
state. 
This 
is 
a 
frequent 
accountant’s defense which 
has 
been inadequately challenged by 
understaffed state agencies. 
(3) Poor management of state and 
local 
pension- 
r e ti r e m e n t, 
operating, and capital funds lose 
citizens many millions of dollars 
annually. Recently there have been 
verified reports of state and local 
government operating funds in non­ 
interest bearing bank accounts. This 
shocking 
official 
irresponsibility 
means less state revenues which 
could lead to higher taxes for the 
people. 
For the huge pension and capital 
funds the problem is one of under 
investment. There is utterly too 
much secrecy surrounding facts 
which citizens have a right to know. 
Conflicts of interest is one reason 
for secrecy. Until this spring, for 
instance, 
the 
Maryland 
State 
Treasurer was also the head of a 
Baltimore bank and a banking 
industry leader. 
(4) State and local procurement of 
services and supplies total nearly 
$40 billion a year. Mismanagment, 


corruption, 
and 
the 
frequent 
absense of competitive bidding cost 
taxpayers at least a quarter of that 
sum. 
For 
exam ple , 
more 
centralized purchasing direct from 
manufacturers to avoid unnecessary 
or 
wholesale 
markups 
would 
promote great savings. The Federal 
General 
Services 
Administration 
urged this course of action on the 
states over three years ago 
but 
stopped when the sholesalers’ trade 
association protested to pwerful 
members of Congress and the White 
House. 
(5) State pension and retirement 
funds invested in common stocks 
pay 
a 
sizable 
commission 
to 
brokers. 
Connecticut 
State 
Treasurer Robert Berdon revolted 
against this practice last year and 
obtained, over great opposition by 
the securities industry, a seat on the 
PBW exchange to save the state $1 
million a year in brokerage fees. 
Other 
states 
(Washington, 
C a l if o r n ia , 
M a s s a c h u s e t t s , 
Pennsylvania) are watching the 
Connecticut move because they are 
considering doing the same thing. 
So before state and local taxes go 
up on the little taxpayer, citizens 
should inquire of their state and 
local officials what they are doing to 
recover all of these lost revenues. 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
Wine making woes 


It appears that Santa Barbara 
County will soon be making a bid to 
outclass Napa Valley as a first-class 
grape 
producing 
area 
for 
the 
production of fine California wines. 


It is going to take a few years, no 
doubt, but first reports of excellent 
progress are being made. 


We think, however, that by the 
time we get up there around No. 1, 
the cost of wine is going to be 
something else. 
The 
Council 
of 
California Growers 
gives us some indi­ 
cation 
of 
costs 
related to the wine 
industry which, we 
are sure, will be 
passed on to the 
wine 
guzzlers 
in 
months to come. 
Take 
for example, 
the 
wine 
barrel. 
Barrels 
are 
considered 
extremely important to the art of 
fine wine making. Wooden barrels 
made from imported French oak 
enhance wine flavor and character. 
But the costs of these 60 gallon 
barrels imported from Bordeaux 
have soared from $48 each in 1966 to 
more than $90 each this year. 


When wine is stored in oak, 
several changes take place. The 
wood imparts an “oak” character to 
some wine and slows the oxidation 
process. Oak from one forest differs 
from that gown in another. Parts of 
two barrels arrive at a winery inside 
a third barrel. The art of assembling 
a barrel is very difficult and labor 
costs for cooperage, or barrel 
assembly, also is adding to wine 
making expense. 
Many other 
rising costs are 


indicated. 
Certified, 
disease-free 
root stock, upon which varietal 
grapes are grafted, cost 55 cents last 
year. This year they are 65 cents. 
Creating just one acre of vineyard 
requires a minimum of 450 vines and 
grape stakes. Grape stakes too, 
have increased in price from 17 
cents each in 1965 to 40 cents today. 


Increased demand for wine and 
new vineyard plantings has pushed 
the price of prime vineyards up to as 
high as $6,000 an acre, while as 
recently as 1965 it ranged between 
$1,500 and $2,000. 


It appears that the expression 
cheap wine will soon be a thing of 
the past.
